A Point W hich Would K**cm nf Pr'mr im ­ 
porta nce in ( rlininut .turSsprudenec. 
In n recent trial in Chicag o it win desired 
to establish the* probable period during which 
curtain human I » ones offered in ev idence lm*l 
been buried. 
Authorities were searched, and 
medical, chemical and other ex perts appealed 
to with the result of determining an absolute 
dearth of knowledg e upon n point which 
would seem of prime importance in criminal 
jurisprudence, U[>on the discov ery of a dead 
tx x iy or of human remains under circum­ 
stances pointing to v iolence, one of the most 
important factor« in the problem of the dis­ 
cov ery of the murderer must obv iously bo 
the probable date of death. 
But when this is 
bey ond the fieriod neev friary for the destruc­ 
tion of the soft parts of the body *—usually a 
few months at most—tho tex t tx K>ks of law 
and medicine and the ex perience and observ a­ 
tions of the anatomical trpert are alike silent 
and fruitless. 
A recent communication to the French 
Academy of Medicine indicates a n * hod of 
determination of this fact of date which the 
twedico-leg al student will need to master it 
h» would acquit himself creditably in the 
future. 
This consists in study ing the g en* 
erations of the minute org anisms (ncarina) 
which destroy the body after death. 
M. 
Brouardel presented to t he academy I ho 
body of a y oung g irl which he was at 1« io 
prov e had lain in a cellar for n y ear, by 
tracing the order of sucocwion and life dura­ 
tion of different species of these microphy tes. 
One « peeire con.suni<"t the fatty acids of tho 
body ; another absorbs certain fluid« ; still 
others feed only upon the skin, or the mus­ 
cular structure, ortho nerv e tissue, etc.; a nb 
each spi*eios die« when its work is ended, its 
period of life v ary ing from six to eig ht wrekn, 
according to the tenqx -mture and other eon 
ditions. 
By this means M. Meg uin, one *ff 
M. Brouardel*« collaborators, was able fo ac­ 
curately establish the date of burial in a orm* 
of murder, in which the remains of the v ie- 
ti: « v,< iv discov ered in a g arden. 
This work has not, as y et, been taken up :n 
this country , nor is it stated to what rein to­ 
nes,« of burial it will apply . 
Cut it is not 
likely that the French will I*o allowed to 
monopolize tho field of research thus op aed 
up to tho 
medico-leg al ox j# rt. -O .

He was born id 
J ackson cou nty, ifimois, Feb. fi, 18 36. 
IBs 
Lit her. w ho w as born in Ireland, was Dr. 
Join» Logan, who was among the « » any set 
tiers in sou thern Illinois. The general is said 
to derive aio.» t of Ids native ability, as he 
♦lid his striking personal appearance, from 
his mother, who is described as having been 
a su perior j>erson. 
¡She was Elizabeth Jenk­ 
ins. of Tennessee. 
Logan was first heard of 
ou t of the ordinary rou tine of ru ral life 
when, at the age of tw enty, he enlisted in 
the First Illinois regim ent and started for 
the Mexican war. 
He came ou t of it a 
lieu tenant and adju tant, and m ight, ii the 
war had lasted * longer, have 
become a 
colonel, bn* tho m ilitary geniu s which was 
afterw ard so strikingly apparent was even 
then strongly developed in him. A few years 
later, afte r'stu dying law and getting ad­ 
mitted to th» ) bar, he was elected district a t­ 
torney of Jackson cou nty, which was ins 
first entrance into politics. 
At that time, as 
is well known, Gen. Logan was a Democrat. 
He was a warm advocate of ¡Stephen A. 
Dou glas, and an adherent of his fortu nes. 
He was a warm frienti, a devoted champion 
and a hard hitter, and these q u alities soon 
brou ght him to the notice of Dou glas, who at 
one« * took a grenfc interest in him, and 
finally, in lsT» 8. after several term s in th» * 
legislatu re, 
got him 
a nomination ami 
election to congress. 
Iiogau was :>> years 
old when he took his seat from the Sou thern 
Illinois district. 
He served two years, ami 
in It-IX) was re-elected, and in 18 61 met with 
the congress which was called by President 
Lincoln in extra session, a t th» * time the war 
clou d had bu rst and the storm was u pon u s. 
Gen. Logan began his career in the war 
for the u nion when he left his seat in the 
hou se of representatives, shou ldered an En­ 
field ritle, and marched as an u nenlisted and 
u nu niformed volu u teer to the field of Bu ll 
Ru n in April, 18 61. 
H istory does not record 
any of the general’s exploits on th at « lay, nor 
whether u e was among the . first or last to 


reach W ashington In the wJUkl retreat, b u t it 
is pretty certain th at be became convinced cm 
that » lay th at the w ar was an actu ality, and 
one not to be fou ght ou t su ccessfu lly by 
volu nteers in citizens’ clothes, acting each 
for himself as an independent command. He 
resigned his seat, came to Illinois, and in the 
face of difflmlties of a domestic au d other 
natu re th at wou ld have discou raged a man 
of less prow « « and determ ination, took the 
stu m p for the Union. 
His stirring eloq u ence 
was su ch th at he m m had a regim ent raised 
which was designated tbe Thirty-first Illinois 
infantry, and Logan was commissioned its 
colonel. 
It was ordered to join a brigade 
u nder command of Gen. John A. MeCler- 
nand. 
The regim ent nu mbered 1,132 men, 
ami its first du ty was in the attack on Bel­ 
mont, Mo., whore the you ng colonel had a 
horse shot u nder him. 
l» g an next appear» *! with his regim ent in 
tho arm y in the attack on Forts H enry and 
Donelson, 
In assau lting the latter strong- 
hol« l the Thirty-first was literally cu t to 
pieces, the loss being something like 350. 
The lieu tenant colonel was killed, and lx>gan 
himself w as shot in the left breast and was 
carried off the field for dead. 
It was his 
gallantry in this action th at won him the 
single star, and in M arch, 18 62, he reported 
to G rant a t Pittsbu rg Landing, a brigadier 
genera). 
While lying wou nded a t F ort Donelson 
his devote» ! wife literally forced her way to 
his bedside and nu rse» l him throu gh it all. 
On the cot adjoining bis, with their toes al­ 
most tou ching, lay CoL W illiam R. M orri­ 
son, present congressman, who while leatling 
t he Forty-ninth Illinois in tho same battle 
got an u gly wou nd. 
Mrs. Logan divided 
lu » r attentions betwoen the two men, and her 
nu rsing soon pu t them in the saddle. 
On his promotion Logan was assignai to 
the command of the Third division of the 
{Seventeenth A rm y Corps, u nder command 
of Gen. 
McPherson. 
W ith th at command 
he participated in G rant’s Northern Missis­ 
sippi campaign, went on tho expedition to 
Lake Providence, was engage» I in the attack 
on Port Gil » son, and finally, having in the 
‘ meantime been promoted to m ajor general, 
was one of t he chief commanders in the 
siege of Vicksbu rg. 
Logan’s division was 
the first to enter the city at the su rrender, 
and he was made m ilitary governor of th» » 
place. 
By this tim e I*ogan nad become the 
idol of his troops, and the Seventeenth corps 
honor» » ! him by presentation of a gold 
medal, w ith the names of nine of his battles 
inw rilvd thereon. 
In Nov» » inb*r, 18 63, G rant was detached 
from the command of the arm y 
o ( the Ten­ 


nessee. and Sherman su cceed 'd him. 
» Sher­ 
m an’s old corps,the Fifteenth, was at once as­ 
signe 1 t«> Logan, and lie held command ot' it 
u ntil tho ciose of the war. 
W ith this corps 
he led the advance of tho arm y of the Ten­ 
nessee in the movement a t Ilesaca, and was 
in the battle w ith Wood’s division. 
A t Dal­ 
las, on May 23, 18 64. ho met and repu lsed 
Harriet*'» veterans, and the next » lay, while 
pointing ou t to Generals Sherm an and Mc­ 
Pherson the }K)» ition of the enemy, he was 
again wou nded by a shot in the left arm : 
nevertheless, he continu ed in the field, carry­ 
ing his arm m a sling. 
A t Kenesaw mou n­ 
tain he drove the enemy from his line of 
work« , and on tho ‘27th of Ju ne ho made a 
» lesperate assau lt against the face of Little 
Kenesaw. Bu t it was on the 22» 1 of Ju ly in the 
great battle in front of A tlanta th at Logan 
most distingu ished himself. 
He was second 
in command of the A rm y of the Tennessee in 
th at desperate fight. 
W hen McPherson, his 
chief, was shot down at his side Logan a t 
once assu med command, and, riding fu ­ 
riou sly u p and down the lines, rou se» I the 
troops to su ch deeds of valor as fairly car­ 
ried everything before them. 
Gen. Sher­ 
m an w arm ly praised Logan for his part in 
this conflict, and especially commended the 
skill and energy w itn which he had handled 
a great arm y u nder most trying circu m ­ 
stances. 
Thou gh his rank entitled him to 
retain the command, the “exigencies of the 
service,” which was a polite w ay of saying 
th at Logan was not a West Pointer, req u ired 
him to relinq u ish it in favor of Howard, and 
Logan went back to his old Fifteenth corps 
w ithou t a m u rm u r. 
This was abou t the end of Logan’s ham 
work, thou gh he accompanied the famou s 
“ m arch to the sea” and in the movements 
which 
attended 
the 
investm ent of Joe 
Johnston’s arm y In N orth Cai'olina. 
Boon 
after the grand review in W ashington, at 
which Logan again commanded the arm y of 
the Tennessee, he resigned his commission, 
saying th at as the w ar was over his du ties 
were ended. 
He came back to Illinois, was 
elected to the Fortieth congress as a member 
at large, and then began a political career 
which stamped him as one of t he leading 
men of the times. 
He at once took front

South wick replied tha t electricity seemed to 
be the most acceptable substitute for hang­ 
ing. 
Neither the prussic acid poison nor 
the 
garrote suggestions meet 
with any

A few advocate the guillotine, but 
that is a barbarous m ale of execution. 
Tho 
general sentim ent in this country, as well as 
elsewhere, is that 
capital punishm ent is 
necessary. 
“ The plan I favor as a substitute for hang­ 
ing,” said tho doctor, “is that of an arm ­ 
chair w ith m etal arms. 
The condemned 
would lie seated in the chair, and at the 
proper moment receive a full electric charge, 
which would pass straight through 
his 
body across the chest, and death would Ik? 
instantaneous. 
A dynam o 
of forty-tw o 
horse power would be sufficient to accom­ 
plish the work .” 
Among the replies received by the com ­ 
mission to their circular were three from 
Judges H aight and Bark er, of the supremo 
court,

Judge 
Hammond, of

county, who are opposed to any change in 
the present system of capita! punishment, as 
hanging, if decorously conducted, meets all 
the requirements.

Wh en h e go t 
near us, we were asto nish ed beyo nd measure 
to find th at h<* was no t th e man o f wh o m we 
h ad Ikkmi in search , but Beales’ co mp anio n, 
th e deserter, wh o h ad beeimisjKjetedo f rifling 
Mi«* o fficers ro o m.

To o ur uurp rise a h o wl o f p ain p ro ceeded fro m 
th e interio r o f th e cask, and up o n investiga­ 
tio n th ere sto o d o ur jjriso ner up to th e neck in 
water!

o ut o f h is unco mfo rtable biding p lac» , wh en 
h e w*as deterred by seeing us take up a p o si­ 
tio n in th e yard. 
He h ad, h e asserted, been 
nearly dro wned by th e vo lumes o f water 
th at jio ured o n h is h ead during th e th under 
sto rm, and co nfessed to h aving been terribly 
scared by th o ligh tning—a circumstance, 
co ns dering h i* situatio n, p erh ap s no t to tie 
wo ndered at. 
Also , h e admitted, h e h ail 
actually been co ncealed in an emp ty barrel 
o n th e drayman's cart, and th at th e driver 
h a« l furth er facilitated h is escap e by ar­ 
ranging with a fello w wago ner to h ave h im 
transferred to h is v* h ide, und driven to th e 
alley in wh it li th e Jew's sh o p was situated.

adjutant. 
Th at o iTie* r o rdered th e j>n\ ate and myself 
to ap p ear befo re Iko co mmanding o fficer, a 
co mmand wh ich at “o rderly” h o ur we o beyed. 
Th e co lo nel administered to us—to sp eak 
jiarado xically—a co mmendato ry rep rimand, 
alternately animail verting o n th e eno rmity o f 
o ur o ffense in allo wing th e man to escap e, 
and p raising th e qualities o f co urage and jier 
severance we h ad disjdayed in tracking anu 
cap turing h im, to geth er with th e missing 
th ief—“co nduct,” as th e co mmanding o fficer 
was p lease« ! to p ut it, “wh ich is creditable to 
sh e British army in general and th e —th 
regiment in p articular.” 
Th e Jew was co mmitted fo r trial o n a 
ch arge o f receiving sto len p ro p erty; but a day 
o r two Ixdo re th e assizes h e co mmitted suicide 
by strangling h imself in h is cell. 
Th e deserter was h anded o ver to th e civil 
auth o rities, and received a lo ng term o f im­ 
p riso nment; and a similar fate awaited Scales 
wh en h is term in th e military p riso n h ad ex­ 
p ired.—Ch ambers’ Jo urnal.
